1948-49  SEASON

The  Scarlet  Hurricane  blew  into  Saltville  on  November  6th  for  the  Salt  Shakers  first  Home¬ 
coming  game  in  quite  a  while,  and  upset  them  bv  a  score  of  18-6.  The  highlight  of  the  evening 
was  the  103-yard  run  by  Johnny  Crewey,  captain  of  the  Marion  team. 

The  last  game  was  played  with  Pocahontas  on  November  13th,  and  the  Hurricane  lost  with 
the  score  of  12-6.  W  orse  than  the  loss  of  the  game  was  the  fact  that  Captain  Johnnv  Crewey  suf¬ 
fered  a  broken  leg  in  this,  his  last  high  school  game. 

The  Scarlet  Hurricane  team  did  not  win  many  games,  but  thev  did  plav  the  best  teams  in 
Southwest  Virginia  and  the  excellent  sportsmanship  which  thev  showed  to  the  other  teams  meant 
more  to  them  than  the  actual  scores.  They  won  every  game  in  spirit!
